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M’LAURIN’S REPLY

To the Request to Resign His
Seat In the Senate.

MEKES A OENERAL DEFENCE.

He Regards the Action of Com-
mlittee as Ridiculous ard of
No Legal Effect or
Weight.

Senator McLaurin replies as follows
to the aotion of the State Demoorstio
Exoolive committee:

Paris Mountain, S, (.,
August Oth, 1901,
To tho Demooratio Kxecutive Commit-
toe, State of South Carolina.

Gentlemen: The official notion of
the sotion of a majority of your eom-
mitteo of July 25(h was received by me
on August 1st, fivo days after it had
been announced iz tho newspapars.
This publish announcement was the frst
notice 1 had that any action afizeting
me was to'be taken by your ermmittec,
1 am now officially informed that the
majority of your sommittce eondemns
my course in the senate, demeands my
resignation and undertakes to expel me
from the Democratio party. Twenty-
one men have strempted to usurb the
powers of the 90,000 Demoaratic voters
of South Carolioa and, as an insident,
in a meeting ealled for anothor purpose,
have hastily endoavored to do what can
be done only by solemn proccoding of
impeachment, expressly nrovided for in
the constituticn of the aited States

I hold my commision trom the D imo
oratic votera of South Carolioa |
recognize no authority but theirs, take
no ordera from auy sourcr but them,
and shall in due coursse appeal to them
for judgment oo my cou- e ssa senttor,
and my oharacter a8 a man and a D o
orat.

Persorally 1 am indiffarent to your
aotion because nobody has madz you
my master or cindor, and I regard what
you have done as meroly expressing the
malice and the fears of one individual,
Senator B. . Tillman. But for this
always evil and jodecont influonce.
ordinary respeot for the proprieties,
would probably have prevented the four
of you who sre my declared compoti-
tors for the seat I now have the honor
to ocoupy, from attempting to unse the
power-entrusted to you by your party
to remove a rival from your path.

As & oitizeu and Damoorat of South
Carolina, I am mortifled by your sotion,
because it has brought upon the State
the condemnation and the ridicale of
the press and public throughout the
country. Uahappily, those who are
not intimately asquainted with our con-

w00ept the sotion of your ma-
JoMty a8 representing tlﬁént tligence
iLd Democrasy of our St ,‘°nd both
ate made objsots of derision. Against
this I wish to enter my solemn protest.
1 shall demonstrate how unfair, absurd
undemooratic your aotionis; acd Lshall
trast to the Demoorats of South Oaro-
lios to repudiate it when the oppor
tunity is given them.  Your purpose is
to deny that opportunity.

Itis in strong oontrast with tha
blatant bosst of Sunator Tillman ut
Gaffney to put me on trial before the
party on the husiings with himsclf as
prosecutor. As you kmow, I sought
that test by acoepting a proposal of ap-
peal to the people, but the governor saw
fit to forbid it. Now Senator Tillman
BppeArs as pros:culor against me io my
absence and by proccedings like thosa
of the star chawber, whioch was the
most infamous tribunal of doglish his
tory, and the most abliorrent 1o Acg a-
Saxon instinots, seeks to exclude me
fromparty and its dcbates and publio
asgemblages, It is your duty, as cus-
todians ot the party intorests, to seek
reoruits and to strengthen the party.
To save Senator Tillman from siaking
his record, strength and fortanes against
mine, you undertake to exc'ude ma
and my friends from the party., What-
ever your individus! motives may have
been, the purport of your scticn is to
Incilitate the senstor in dodging me
and to deny the people the opportunity
of passing on my positions and cynduot,
It seema Lo me the Democratic wasses of
South Carolina are compctent to say at
the polls whether or not | have been a
a faithful genator snd a oconsistent
Demoorat. Wny should jou aitcmp:
to prevent them?

[t i3 no eanse for wonder that Sona
tor Tillman should teck 1) make polin-
oal assassios of you to avoid opon sad
fsir fight. He haselimbed to power by
venomous abuse of many of the purest
men in the state who cppoeed him, for
which he has alvsys oarcin'ly snirk:d
preonsl responeibility, and on the po
litioal lives wnd foriunes of those who
befriended him whils he needed frivpd s,

Norris, Tindal aud Dousld:on, u
representing esrncst purjose and the
Interests of the farmers of the riate,
stroog, were used
by him to promote his own interes s
and then thrust asids. Irhy, Shcll
and Farley died despising him beeausn
of his treschery to them aud o the peo
ple. I am pow in his way, and bLeeaw e
he has failed to strike me down, Lo in-
cites you to atlemp: to strangle me,
and at the same timeto doestroy o white
primary, to his sdvooscy of which he
owed much of the best of his carly fo!

Party prnciples are fizoed,
and 1o the principles of the Dmooratio
party I have bean uniformly faithful
Party policies are determined from time«
10 time by party eleotions and conves
tions and no wan, nor body of e
has the power (o asy between these elee
tions what policies stall bo the tests of
party loyalty., S:nator Tillman is as-
suming the prerogativoof supreme hoss
and diotator to say who shall or ahall
not no be regarded as a Dimeral next
year . 1Ivdo not corocde any such pow
er to him nor to you. ke, or all of
your committee together, has not the
power to exolude from candidacy nor
the polls at the Democratio primary the
humblest citizou of South Carolina wino
deolares himeelf to be & Domoorat and
pledges himself to support the nomi-
nees. Buppose in 1890 the executive
committee of the state had ruled cut of
the party all who engsgad in the ““far
mers' movement?" Suppose two years
Ister it had exocluded ail who favored
the sub-treasury idea? Suoh sotion
would have been unjust, tyranical and
insulting to thoussnds of good oitizens

and Democrats, but not more so than
this prooceding of youra.

Lo his double character as prosecut-
ing witnoss and attorney against me,
Senator Tillman is reported as saying
before your commitiee that 1 have
voted with the Rapublioans *'in impor-
tant matters,” and that he has seen me
conferring with Republiean senators.
As 1 will show by the records, he him-
sell frequently voted with the Repub-
lieans *"in important matters,” as sll
other Domocratic senators have done
frcm time to time. It is frequently
neocessary propor and eourteous to confer
with mewbers of the opposite party, as
he knows and a8 every man of practical
sinse knows, These expressions of his
are attempts to take advantage of oro-
dulity and ignorance. [ do not tnick
thore is & man in South Carolina so ig-
norant as to bo really deceivod by them
Ho cannot put me under suspicion as he
hos put himaclf by his own acts. [
have notin publiocfliceretrograded frm
s, perhaps, honorabla baukruptey to dis-
hoaorable and uncxplained woalch, He
snd | haye crawn the same salaries, but
I have fouad it impossiule to save adol
lar from mine. 1 bave never, nowever,
truckled to corporations witn tho fava-
1ng of a tamed spanicl, made speeches
againgt them, then voied for them, aod
sccepted favors as he has dona. 1 bavs
peyer been the eole boss and baying
sgent of & nowiy oreated whiskey tru-t,
with its rebates of $60,000 to $70,000
a year, none of whioh ever reachod tho
state troasory. I have never had the
handling of a state boed reiundiog
gohemo with $25 000 of comuwissions
noever yot accounted foror expiained.

A yeorago Seonior Tillmas woat into
Norih Dakota and made specohes advo
osting the ro election of a Rapublican
sonator, Mr. Pettigrew. Senator Tiilman
and this senator wera prominant in pre-
vonting, by illibusterivg taatios, a vole
on the snosidy bill.

In the second session of the same con
gress Senator Tillman and myself vated
together on 82 of 90 roll oalls. One
vote on whioch we diffored was on a
motion to adjourn intended to defeat a
resolution oalling upon che president
to intervene in Cuba Senstor Tillman
voted with the Republioans to adjourn
sad the motion prevailed by onc vote.
L voted with the Democorats. The
other votes on which we differed were
unimportast and not pariy questions,
the parties dividiog on a!l. 1 favored
the acceptanae of the liawaisan Islands,
along with such Demoorats as Gorman
Kylo, Money, Mosgan, Peottus and
Sullivan, and he, with the other Dym-
ocrats and some Republicans were op-
posed to it.

Oa page 4808, vol. 31 of the Record,
it is shown that I voted, wita all the
Demoorats but three and all the Ka-
publieans, fora bill to provide for arbi-
tration cof disputes between rsilway
companies and their employes.

I desire to procleim to the world that
you do not represent the intelligence,
the Dimoorsoy or the peoplo of South
Carvline; and to you and Sorator Till-
nsn that he has never been my mas-
ter and shall never be; that he shall not
csonpe the vengeance that must surely
fall upon him when the people haves
boen made to undorstand his motives,
his methods, his debased chrracter and
his shameful record. To that grand
conservator of free governmeni, the re-
served patriotism and common sense of
the poople, 1 make appeal, sgainst par-
Lisan intolerance and tyranny.

% THE WEATHER AND CROPS,

Cotton Contines to Improve, but Is
Late and Remains 8mall,

The followin is the weekly bulletin
of the ocondition of the weather and
crops in the State issued luit weeck by
Director Bauer of the South Carolina
section of the climate and crop servise
of the United States weather bureau:

The average temperature during the
weck cndigg 5 a. m., Monday, Aungust
Oih, was about pormal, with a maxi-
wum of 102 degree at Tillers Ferry,
and & winimum of G4 degree st Oheraw
aud Spartanburg. There was neariy the
normal amoucnt of sunehiae.

Booeficial and quite general rains co-
ourred over portiozs of the contral and
lower Savannsh valley and adjacent
oounties, and there were widely soat-
tered showers over the remainder of
the atate, sowme of which wero heavy
and were sccompanied by damaging
hsil, io narrow paths in Fairfield Rich
land, SBumter, Usngeburg; Floraneca,
Keorshaw and Marion eounties. There
wero elso damagiog hivch wiods at a fow
puinis. A gecersl rain is necded, es-
pecially for yonag corn that in places is
vifiring trom lack of moisiure,

The crime
was commiited on Thursday afternoon
whilo Mrs. Davis was gatheriog vogo
tables in her garden. Assoon as sho
regained hor sonses, Mcs. Davis orawl
ed to the house and told her husband
whai had happened. A large posse
was quickly organized and with blood
hounds they ohased the negro unsil
eerly in the morning, when he was osp
tured in a swamp.

A Qeneral Striks in All Stesl Com-
pinles Works Ordered. Big
Industrial Army Called
from Their Posts.

A dispatoh from Pittsburg, Pa., na-
der date of August 6, says: The die is
csst. Tho battle of the giants is on in
esrnest, whether to ignominions de-
feat of one side or the other, or com-
promise, remains to be seen. Up to
Tuesday evening it was merely a skirm-
ish, each side trying to find the vul-
nerable spot in the other's armor. Now
it is different, brought about by the
aotual issuramce by President Shaffer
of the long talked of general strike or-
der. This order was promulgated
Tucsday evening io take effact after
the lsst tura of the milla on August
10th. What the result will be no man
ean fortell, but judging by the ex-
pressed determination of both ypar-
tios to the ocontroversy the battle will
be waged fast and furiously, Much
money will be lost, thonsands upon
thousands of men will bo idle, grest
suffering is looked for, aven bloodshed
and death are possible and feared.

The striko oall includes practieally
all Amslgamated men in the United
States Steel corporation’s employ not
now on strike. It was issued from the
Amalgamated associatiun headquarters
and mailed to all Amslgamated lodge
offisiala who are expected to oall their
men into the strike.

The text of the oall follows:

““‘Brothren: The officials of the
United Btates stee! trust have refusad
to recygnizs as union men those who
are now striving for the right to orgsn-
iza. The executive board has author-
ized me to issue a call upon all Amal-
gamated and other union men in name
and heart to join in the movement to
fight for lsbor’s righta, )

‘“We must fight or giveup forever
our personsal liberties.

“You will bo told that you signed
coniracts, but you never agreed to sur-
render these contracts to the United
States Steel corporation. Its officers
think you were scld to them just as the
mills were, contracts and all.

“Remember you agread to
tract you took an obligatio
Amalgamated association. It
you to help it this hour of need.

‘*Unless the trouble is settlad
before Ssturday, August 10, 1901, the
mills will close when the last turn is
made on that day.

‘‘Brethren, thisis the ecall to pre-
serve our organizstion. We trust you
and need you, Uome and help us and
may right come to a just cause.

Mr. Harvie Jordan, of Macon, Ga.,
President of the Southern Cotton
Grower's Association, has jast returned

from a trip to Texas where he made »
tour of that State in the interest of the
association.

Every
county has its organizar and the State
is being flooded with litersture calling
on the farmers to orgauize for protec-
tion. Mr. Jordan traveled all over
Texas and says that the ocotton crop
cannot po3ssibly be as largs thero as it
was Iast year, notwithstanding the fsot
of inoreassed acresge. For the most
part this increased acreage is repre-
sented by cotton planted on grain lspds
after the grain had been cut off and the
cotton will nol amount to snything,
Ho gaid he talked to business men in
all the prineipal oities and tho univar-
8sl opinion was that the cotton crop
would bo less than last year. When
asked about corn he said thst there
would be sabout a third of s orop.
